Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Regarding Applicant's arguments toward Kumar 
reference: Kumar discloses a mechanical switching mechanism (Figure 4) arranged between the stage and the first end of the wiring line, 
wherein the mechanical switching mechanism (switch 165) of charge eliminating system comprises: a contact terminal including a contact 
terminal main body, a third end (adjacent electrode 85), and a fourth end (adjacent grounded line, see switch 165 and its parts in Figure 4, 
electrode 85, conductor element 140), the fourth end being electrically connected to the first end of the wiring line. The Applicant argues 
that mechanical switching mechanism of Kumar, the third end is always in contact with the chuck. It is noted that in Figure 2 of the 
invention, which is schematic representation of the invention, third end is always in contact with the chuck, in another words, the contact 
state is between the third end and fourth, when the switch is turned on/off . 
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
